Jews: Col. David Franks, Col. 


Solomon Bush, Major Benjamin

others too numerous to mention. | 


As benefactors to mankind, re- 
gardiess of race, there are such 
Jewish philanthropists as Nathan 
Strauss of milk distribution te 
needy school children fame; Adol- 
phus. Solomon who with Clara 
Barton founded the Red Cross; 
Julius Rosenwald and the fund 
established by him for “the well- 
being of mankind.” In the realm 
of science, the Christian appreci- 
ates the contribution of Dr. Bela 
Schick who devised the test for 
diphtheria bearing his name-—the 
Schick Test; he appreciates the 
benefaction of local anesthesia, in- 
troduced by Dr. Carl Koller, an 
ophthalmic surgeon who first co- 
cainized the eye in 1884. Doctors 
Ehrlich and Wassermann also 
were Jews, In other realms I call 
to your attention, Neander and 
Caspari, worthy historians; Men- 
delssohn, Rubinstein, Galli Curci, 
three among many notable mu- 
sicians. Into Christian ranks there 
have. been some outstanding Jew- 
ish preachers— Baron, -Flacks, 
Reich and others. It would be 
impossible in this short space of 
time to enlarge these lists to their 
proper proportions. For these 
named and for those many un- 
named, the Christian, in accord 
with the true Christian spirit of 
“Finally brethren, whatsoever

With all that has been said, I 
must go even further. The Chris- 
tian appreciates the Jew for hav- 
ing been the human instrumental- 
ity in the hands of God for pro- 
ducing and preserving the Bible. 
He appreciates the Jew for the 
fact that through him came none 
other than the One whom the 
Christians worship — the Lord 
Jesus Christ! The Jewish proph- 
et Micah (5:2) foretold the com- 
ing of this One, and the Christian 
reads that prophecy with genuine 
appreciation in his heart: “But 
thou, Bethlehem Ephratah, though 
thou be little among the thousands 
of Judah, yet out of thee ‘shall 
he come forth unto me that is to 
be ruler in Israel; whose. goings 
forth have been of old, from ever- 
lasting.” Fantastic as it would 
sound falling from the lips of an- 
other, .yet from Jesus’ lips it is 
perfectly proper to hear and ac- 
cept “—before Abraham was, I 
am.” Yea verily, He is the One 
whose goings forth have been of 
old, from everlasting.” 

To you Jews present tonight I 
say; the true Christian attitude 
toward you is one of appreciation. 
For all the notable contributions 
your worthies have made to man- 
kind; for giving us that Book 
which is above every book; for 
being honored of God in giving us 
the Lord Jesus Christ, our Savior, 
we say, “thank you”! 


Israel’s Tragic Record of Failure 

To turn to the next division of 
my message is not an easy task. 
But in accord with my obligation 
to be “ethically fair’ I must state 
my next proposition as “The True 
Christian Attitude Toward the 
Jew is one of Regret.” All that 
I shall say will be in the spirit 
of meekness and love, in 
manner as I would want another 
to deal with my own personal 
shortcomings. 

The Christian regrets Israel’s 
past national failures. Even just 
a cursory reading of the Old Tes- 
tament presents her history as one 
continuous cycle of blessing, back- 
sliding, chastening, restoration; 
blessing, backsliding, chastening, 
restoration. She is not alone in 
this, true, for other nations dupli- 
cate this very cycle; but hers is 
deepened in hue by virtue of the 
fact that she was called of God 
to be that nation among nations 
which was to witness unto God 
and His salvation. The climax of 
her failure was reached when she 
did not recognize her~ Messiah 
when He came, With keenest re- 
gret the Christian reads in the 
Jews’ own Scriptures concerning 
this sorry failure, “-——and when 
we (Israel) shall see Him, there 
is no beauty that we should de- 
sire Him” (Isa. 53:2).

cerning coming chastisements, Of 
the many recorded, I should like 
to elaborate at length on the 
twenty-eighth chapter of Deuter- 
onomy, but I select only a part 
of verse thirty-three and all of 
verse thirty-seven, literal living 
commentaries upon Israel’s pres- 
ent unhappy condition: “—and 
thou shalt be oppressed and 
crushed alway: and thou shalt be- 
come an astonishment, a proverb, 
and a byword, among all nations 
whither the Lord shall lead thee.” 
Is not this day here? Jews around 
the world are finding no rest for 
the soles of their feet, but in the 
morning are crying out, “would 
God it were evening” and in the 
evening they are crying “would 
God it were morning.” Widespread 
is the fear that as pogroms spread, 
Jewry will be destroyed from off 
the face of the earth, Never fear; 
God’s promise is sure; “Thus saith 
the Lord; if heaven above can 
be measured, and the foundations 
of the earth be searched out be- 
neath, I will also cast off all the 
seed of Israel for all that they 
have done, saith the Lord” (Jer. 
31:37). But He has not promised 
midst the fires that shall be 
kindled against Israel, their num- 
bers shall not be greatly reduced! 
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holier than we are and therefore 


exempt from the judgment of 
God?” Not at all! Let me as- 
sure you that we are not taking 
a position of “holier than thou” 
at all in this matter. We under- 
stand and believe the Scriptures 
in what they say concerning you; 
we also believe what they say con- 
cerning us, and for our sins and 
failures we, too, the Church of 
Christ may expect His chastening 
hand upon us. Before His throne 
we are all to “give an account 
for the deeds done in the body, 
whether they be good or whether 
they be evil.”

Well might you Jews ask, is. 
there no similar escape for us? 
Yes, you, too, have a confession 
to make, For your very present 
instruction Moses wrote Leviticus 
twenty-six, forty: “When they 
shall confess their iniquity (the 
sin of rejecting the Messiah) and 
the iniquity of their fathers (the 
sin of crucifying the Messiah), 
with their trespass which they 
have trespassed against me, and 
that they also have walked con- 
trary unto me; ———then will I re- 
member my covenant with Jacob, 
and my covenant with Isaac, and 
also my covenant with Abraham 
will I remember; and I will re- 
member the land. “Yea, then will 
Israel be the head and not 
the tail” and every family in the 
earth will experience blessing to 
the full because of her. 


Until this time of Israel's 
national confession, anti-Semitism 
will continue. For centuries Satan 
plotted with fiendish cunning to 
cut off the line through which the 
Messiah was to come, When in 
the course of God’s program it be- 
came evident that Israel was to 
be the channel through which He 
was to appear, the Devil turned 
his savagery loose ‘upon this peo- 
ple, Under his attacks Israel suc- 
cumbed to spiritual adultery over 
and over.

Pearl Harbor

Pearl Harbor completely by sur- 
prise, How did it happen? It was 
deliberately planned for Sunday 
morning by the Japs, according 
to Bob Bellaire, United Press Bu- 
reau manager in Tokio, because 
they knew that whereas Sunday 
“is ostensibly a day of worship 
and rest, it actually is ‘the morn- 
after the Saturday night be- 
ore.’ ” 3 ,

trinal position with you and still 
provoke hatred toward the Jew?” 
Your question compels me to bow 
my head in shame. I cannot deny 
that a sad division exists over the 
Jew within the circle of orthodox 
Christianity. The reasons for this 
may be more than I cah hope to 
give. I believe a distinction must 
be made between anti-Jewishness 
and anti-Semitism. There are 
many, Christians included, who 
have had personally disappointing 
experiences with Jews. They have 
been bested in a business transac- 
tion, treated boorishly over a 
backyard fence, in the subway— 
have it what or where you will, 
and to it all they have added the 
general spirit of dislike toward the 
“sheeny” and go have developed 
an anti-Jewish attitude. Anti- 
Semitism, on the other hand, goes 
far deeper. It is the bugaboo that 
sees the Jew at the bottom of all 
national and international ills, 
planning, conniving, scheming to 
overthrow all governments and 
force the Gentiles into an inter- 
national slavery. To be sure it is 
but a step from anti-Jewishness 
to anti-Semitism, and sometimes 
the line of demarcation is difficult 
to discern. I might offer more 
reasons as to why some of like 
doctrinal position provoke hatred 
toward the Jew, but they would 
satisfy neither you nor me! Can- 
didly, I confess to both shame and 
‘regret for those of my brethren 
who belie the love of the Christ 
they preach when they turn in 
venom toward the Jew. In all 
kindliness, I say; “Brethren, these 
things ought not so to be.” 


Christians Are Called to Love 


Isracil 

A Christian, one of the family 
of Christ, is called to love. Chris- 
tiangs are called to love an on- 
other, even as Christ loved them 
(Jno. 15:12), and .with His love 
“shed abroad in their hearts by 
the Holy Spirit,” their love to the 
world of men, Jew and Gentile, 
is to be inspired and inflamed by 
that love of God “so loved the 
world that He gave His only be- 
gotten Son, that whosoever be- 


lieveth in should not perish, 
|but have everlasting life’ Jno. 
3:16). It is in the light of this 


love flooding the Christian’s heart 


that I believe Paul wrote in 


Galatians six, ten, “As we have 
therefore opportunity, let us do 


good unto all men——.” The love 


of Christ in Paul’s heart carried 
him to passionate bursts of love 
for Israel. Listen to some of the 
statements recorded by the apostle 
to the Gentiles; “I am not ashamed 


of the gospel of Christ; for it is 
the power of God unto salvation 
to everyone that believeth; to the 
Jew first, and also to the Gen- 
tile’ (Rom. 1:16). “I say the 
truth in Christ, I He not, my con- 
science also bearing me witness 
in the Holy Ghost, that I have 
great heaviness and continua! sor- 
row in my heart. For I could 
wish that myself were accursed 
from Christ for my brethren, my 
kinsmen according to the flesh” 
(Rom. 9:1). “Brethren, my heart’s 
desire and prayer to God for Israel 
is that they might be saved. For 
I bear them record that they have 
a zeal of God, but not according 
to knowledge’ (Rom. 10:1, 2). 
These verses present the perspec- 
tive of Christian love toward the 
Jew. The Christian’s charter of 
love is the thirteenth chapter of 
Paul’s first epistle to the Corin- 
thians. Among its radiant declar- 
ations of love we read, “love— 
doth not behave itself unseemly— 
thinketh no evil—rejoiceth not in 
iniquity, but rejoiceth in truth.” 
THE TRUE CHRISTIAN ATTI- 
TUDE TOWARD THE JEW IS 
ONE OF LOVE! And s0 to you 
Jews we say, our Savior, the Lord 
Jesus Christ, after the flesh was 
a Jew—and so we love you. 


IV. THE CHRISTIAN APPEAL 
TO JEWS 


My final proposition has been 
stated as “The True Christian At- 
titude Toward the Jew is one of 
Appeal.” Because of what I have 
already said regarding the classifi- 
cation of men into Jew, Gentile 
and Christian, I really wish to 
make this a three-fold appeal. 


Balanced Perspective Needed 


I appeal first to nonJews and 
nonChristians, in other words, to 
Gentiles. This is an age of un- 
paralleled propaganda activity. 
Antwwutitiom ic one ..of..many 
realms of special propaganda 
agents; do not allow yourselves to 
be swept off balance. Certainly 
it is true that there are renegades 
and scoundrels among Jewish peo- 
ple. Certainly Bebel, Marx, 
Trotsky and others of like stripe 
were Jews. But Jesse James, Ben- 
edict Arnold, John Dillinger and 
others of like stripe were Gen- 
tiles! Would you appreciate hav- 
ing them selected as representa- 
tive of cultured, Christian, patri- 
otic American citizenry? Neither 
do the Jews appreciate having the 
renegades of their race held up 
as representatives of them all. I 
appeal to you; weigh the propa- 
ganda that reaches your ears! In- 
vestigate ‘it. Much is made of 
“Jewish communism’—a figment 
of the perveted imaginations of 
men deceived by subtle and vicious 
propaganda. The hue and cry 
over the fact that Marx, a Jew, 
wrote the Communist Manifesto 
bears scrutiny. After the flesh, 
yes, Marx was a Jew; but at six 
years of age he was baptized into 
the Presbyterian Church; why not 
speak of Presbyterian Commu- 
nism? The leaders of Com- 
munism in America are William 
Foster, Clarence Hathaway, Earl 
Browder, Harry bert 
Minor and others, not one of whom 
is a Jew; why not speak of Amer- 
ican Communism? Of the mem- 
bers of the Communist party in 
Russia, in 1918, exactly 2.6 per 
cent were Jews! Of the nineteen 
Commissars, four were Jews! 
the fifty or sixty books on Com- 
munism from Strachey to Lock- 
wood, not one was written by a 
Jew! 

Some years ago, while pastor of 
the First Baptist Church, Waver- 


ly, Towa, it was my privilege to 


introduce to my congregation, 
Rev. Ivan Neprash. Mr. Neprash 


had been an ardent atheist, but 


converted through the study of 
astronomy, had later become pas- 
tor of a Church in Petrograd, 
Rusia. My opening remarks con- 
tained the careless expression 


“Russian Communism.” Most kind- 


Communism. This distinction bears 


Of 


ly but. definitely Mr. Neprash cor- 
rected me. He assufed me, and 
my people, that Communism was 
not “Russian,” but that as the 
philosophy of atheism, and with 
atheists in the Russian govern- 
mental saddle, Russia was under 
the domineering hand of atheistic 


widespread recognition. 

To many the “Protocols of the 
Learned Elders of Zion” are in- 
controvertible proof that the Jews 
are at the bottom of international 
turmoil. People obsessed with 
“Jew hate” do not concern them- 
selves with the extensive research 
and consequent verdict of forgery 
that has been returned concern- 
ing this spurious document. For 
such I can only say, and that with 
regret, “There are none go blind 
as those who will not see.” 


An Appeal to Christians 
' My appeal to Christians is, get 
close to Christ, synchronize your 
heartbeat with His and learn to 
love the Jew. I appeal to you on 
the ground of Calvary love. Yea, 
to profess to love Christ, and hate, 
is to repudiate Him, Your com- 
mission to evangelize includes the 
Jew. It is true that “—blindness 
in part is happened to Israel,” but 
even so, at this present time thefe 
is also a “remnant according to 
the election of grace.” In your 
gospel preaching experiences with 
them many may prove to be hos- 
tile, but nevertheless “as touching 
the election they are beloved for 
the father’s sakes” (Rom. 11:25, 
5, 28.) They. were the original 
covenant people of God, and be- 
cause of the sin of unbelief they 
have been cast off as unworthy 
branches, and you have been 
grafted in in their stead. The 
Word of God warns, “—you stand 
by faith; be not highminded, 
therefore, but fear! For if God 
cast off the natural branches and 
grafted you in, take heed lest He 
cast you off and put the natural 


Remember, too, Christian broth- 
er, anti-Semitism precedes anti- 
Christianity. This is not a person- 
al pet theory. This is the testi- 
mony of history. 


An Appeal to Jews 

My final appeal is to you Jews. 
Let not the things I have said 
tonight be quickly forgotten. 

Remember to discern between 
Christian, Gentile and religionist. 
Your true friends will be the more 
readily recognized thereby. 

My appeal goes further, Let us 
reverse the title of this message: 
“The True Jewish Attitude Toward 
the Christian!” What is it? Prac- 
tically all that I have said could 
now be restated with but minor 
changes. The Word of God is the 
Christian’s final court of appeal 
on all issues of truth. The prophet 
Isaiah (8:20) is often quoted to this 
very end: “To the law and to the 
testimony: If they speak not ac- 
cording to this word, it is because 
there is no light in them.” Oh, 
Jews, I lay your Bible before you 
tonight. It should be your final 
court of appeals, too! Does your 
law condemn a man before it 
hears him? Are not many of you 
bitterly prejudiced against Christ 
because of what you have learned 
secondhand concerning Him? Are 
not many of you deaf to His 
Claims because of the caricature 
of Christ presented in the ‘“Tol- 
doth Jeshu?” Are not many of you 
seeking to develop a photograph 
of Him through the poor demon- 
stration of many of His imper- 
fect representatives here below? 
All of these avenues will net you 
a distortion of Ohrist! Secondhand 
learning is often but gossip. The

You can- 
not teach a snake to fly because it 
is not the nature of a snake to 
fly, and by the same token you 
cannot teach a*bird to crawl be- 
cause it is against the very nature 
of the bird.

can newspapers carried these 
front-page headlines: “Nazis Sink 
17 Allied Ships In Italian Port; 
Loss Is Worst Since Pear] Har- 
bor.”. There were pictures of a 
smoke beclouded port choked.-with 
burning and blazing battleships. 
A subhead stated: “35 to 40 Ger- 
man Planes Caught Vessels Like 
Sitting Ducks; Casualties Total 
1,000.” 

. The aecompanying article stated 
(gre the debacle had occurred on 


December 2 in the Italian Adriatic 
port of Bari, which was a major 
supply center for the British 


Eighth Army, fighting its way up| 


the east coast of Italy. It was 
divulged that the Allies had no 
air coverage when the thirty-five 


to forty German bombers sunk/ 


seventeen ships, damaged many 
more United Nations vessels, killed 
a thousand men, among whom 
‘were thirty-seven of our Navy 
personnel, and escaped “scot-free.” 

Do you know what happened 
- the night before that debacle took 
place? The Chicago Tribune and 
the Nashville Banner of Decem- 
~ ber 6.carried an illuminating ar- 
ticle which was captioned: “War 
Chiefs ‘at Big Wine Party in Je- 
rusalem.” It declared: “Chiefs of 
the combined British and Ameri- 
can general staffs . . . took a day 
off and .had themselves a time. 
The entire King David Hotel here 
(Jerusalem) was taken over. 
Choice food and liquors, including 
vintage wines and 1864 brandy, 
were brought up from Cairo and 
the generals and admirals spent 
a day and night relaxing, dancing 
and sightseeing.” 

The article explains that seven- 
teen general staff members, with 
numerous aides, were flown from 
North Africa, and the party was 
staged on Wednesday night, De- 
cember 1, and lasted .until 2:00 
a.m. the morning of the second, 
which was spent in sightseeing in 
the city of Jerusalem. That was 
the day on which the German 
planes swooped down on Bari, 
. Italy, sank seventeen ships, dam- 
~ aged many more, killed a thou- 
sand men and flew away.

The Second Battle of the Marne 
Take a look at the other side. 


July 14, 1918, was the French 
independence holiday, Bastile Day. 
All day flags waved, and people 
-celebrated hilariously, Extra por- 
tions of wine had been issued to 
French soldiers, and drinking in 
the ranks was excessive. Three 
hundred thousand of the choice 
‘Royal Prussian Guard” German 
soldiers lined one bank of the 
Marne river. Facing them on the 
other bank of the river and de- 
fending .Paris were French and 
- American soldiers. Drinking among 


American soldiers. was strictly 


: forbidden in World War I. The 
erican troops were inexperi- 
nced, but sober. They had been 
placed in the French ranks so 
that, the seasoned and battle-hard- 
ened French divisions would teach 
them the tricks of modern trench 
warfare, 


The Third division-of the Ameri- 
can army was directly across the 
Marne river in the path of the 
Germans to Paris. On either side 
was a French division. About mid- 
night the zero hour struck. The 
cannon boomed and the German 
advance swung into action. They 
crossed the river and a withering 
fire blazed from the guns on both 
sides. The French division on one 
side of the American Third divi- 
sion fell back before the charging 
Germans. Then the French divi- 
sion on the other wing fell back. 
The American Third division, ex- 
posed on both flanks and in front 
and outnumbered ten to one, held 
their ground and fought off the 
Germans, Darkness turned to 

dawn, day wore into night, fol- 
‘Jowed by another day and another 


| night, and on the third day, with 


nearly 200,000 Germans piled. in 
dead, bleeding and wounded heaps 
upon the battlefield, the Germans 
gave up the fight. That battle 
turned the tide of World War I 
and saved the day for freedom. 
The unseasoned but sober 


American Third division won it.

Honest pastors in Cleveland, 
weary of the unwitting arrogance 
of saying amen to their own: shib- 
boleths; were ready to admit the 
fact that their ministry was not 
effectual in this crucial hour.

“Ma” Sunday relate that Cleéve- 
land was the only major City 
which refused to allow her hus- 
band to conduct an evangelistic 
campaign. Everyone owned that 
men like Moody, Torrey, and 
others had said that this city was 


the graveyard of evangelism,. 


Many of us believed that we serve 
a living Savior and we refused to 
be dead. However, we admitted 
that we needed to be revitalized. 
Faced with the ravishing affects 
of the War, conscious that many 
of our people in the name of pa- 
triotism were worshipping ma- 
terialistic idols called “time and 
a half’ and “double time,” in de- 
fense plants deeply concerned over 
the tumbling thrones, awed by the 
fact that the blood of Christian 
martyrs has flowed more freeky 
since 1918 than in all the history 
of man, we could not help but cry 
out with Habakkuk, “O Lord, re- 
vive thy work in the midst of the 
years, in the midst of the years 
make known; in wrath remember 
mercy.” 


Confession was inevitable. We 


knew that Jesus Christ would| 


build His Church, but what kind 
of builders were‘we? We owned 
that Jesus Christ was the Cap- 
tain of our salvation, but we could 
not take orders. And so men cried, 


“Oh God, forgive us for grieving | 
the Holy Spirit, for recognizing |

Psalmist when he said, “The Lord 
is merciful and gracious, slow to 
anger, and plenteous in mercy. 
He hath not dealt with us after 
our sins; nor rewarded us accord- 
ing to.our iniquities.” .The posi- 
tion of blood bought sons ‘arrested 
us. We found our hearts knit to- 
gether in Christian love and being 
rooted and grounded in Christ, we 
sought to walk with Him. There 
has been.a marked increase of in- 
timate. and constant companion- 
ship with our Savior throughout 
these precious months. 

Gil Dodds, world champion 
miler, spoke to us in the Music 
Hall, Public Auditorium, on Au- 
gust 31. Over 2,100 were present 
and eighteen were gloriously 
saved.

Clif re- 
sponded, “Thousands of souls are 
dying without Christ in Cleveland 
and we need an evangelist. We 
believe it urgent.”

Was Peter the First Pope? 


(Continued from page one) 


himself is careful to tell us (1 
Pet. 2:4-9.)” . 
First Peter 2:4-9 says, “To 
whom coming, as unto a living 
stone, disallowed indeed of men, 
but chosen of God, and precious, 
ye also, as lively stones, are built 
up a spiritual house, an holy 
priesthood, to offer up spiritual 
sacrifices, acceptable to God by 
Jesus Christ. Wherefore also it is 
contained in the Scripture, Behold, 
I lay in Sion a chief corner stone, 
elect, precious: and he that be- 
lieveth on Him shall not be con- 
founded, Unto you therefore which 
believe He is precious: but unto 
them which he disobedient, the 
stone which the builder disallow- 
ed, the same is made the head of 
the corner, and a stone of stum- 
bing, and a rock of offence, even 
té6 them which stumble at the 
wor, being disobedient; where- 
unto also they were appointed. 
But ye are a chosen generation 
a royal priesthood, an holy na- 
tion, a peculiar people; that ye 
@hould shew forth the praises of 
him who hath called you out of 
darkness into his marvellous 
light.” | | 
From the above Scripture you 
ean tell that all Christians are 
living stones, built up into a spiri- 
tual house. But the foundation 
stone Himself is Jesus Christ. 


That is exactly what I Corin- 
thians 3:10, 11 says, “According ‘to 
the grace of God which is given 
unto me, as a wise masterbuilder, 
I have laid the foundation and 
another buildeth thereon. But let 
every man take heed how he 
buildeth thereupon. For other 
foundation can no man lay then 
that is laid, which is Jesus Christ.” 
No foundation can be laid but 
Jesus Christ. 


Asaiah~ 28:16 has a prophesy 


“about Jesus Christ which says, 


“Therefore thus saith the Lord 
God, Behold, I lay in Zion for a 
foundation a stone, a tried stone, 
@ precious Corner stone, a sure 
foundation: he that believeth shall 
hot make haste.” This Stripture 
speaks of Christ as a foundation 
stone, a precious corner stone. 
Jesus is both. Many times in ‘the 
Old Testament the Lord Himself 
is called a Rock. Psalm, 18:2 says, 
“The Lord is my rock, and my 
fortress, and my deliverer; my 
God, my strength, in whom I will 
trust; my buckler, and the horn 
of my salvation, and my high 
tower.” You see, the rock, or 
stone, upon which the church is 
built, is Jesus Christ Himself, and 
not Peter. Jesus said to Peter, 
“Thou art Peter (a boulder, or a 
little rock, the word means) and 
upon this rock (Christ, the foun- 
dation bedrock, a different Greek 
word) I will build my church.” 


Peter had just said to Jesus, 
“Thou art the Christ, the Son of 
the living God” (Matthew 16:16.) 
So Jesus is telling Peter that upon 
Himself the church would be 
founded. Christ is the chief cor- 
nerstone, the foundation stone; the 
head of the church and the foun- 
dation. A great old song teaches 
this same thing, 

“The church’s one foundation 

Is Jesus Christ her Lord.” 


2. Jesus Did Not Give Peter the 

Keys to Heaven or the Keys to 
the Church — 

In Matthew 16:19 Jesus said, 


“And I will give unto thee the, 


keys of the kingdom of heaven: 
and whatsoever thou shalt bind 
On earth shall be bound in Heav- 


en: and whatsoever thou shalt loose 
soon eneatenetarenaeenaetencommene=maeatans 


a Ww 
as you ¥. 
Where Will 
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On 


on earth shall be loosed in Heav- 
en.” Catholics think that Jesus 
gave Peter the keys to Heaven 
and the keys to the church, and 
that whatever Peter or his suc- 
cessor (for so they call the pope) 
requires, must be done if we want 
to get to Heaven. In other words, 
they say that the Catholic church, 
with its pope and priesthood, has 
the authority given to Peter, and 
that therefore only through the 
Catholic church ¢an one be saved. 
But they misunderstand and mis- 
interpret the Scripture altogether. 
Again, let me give you the most 
widely accepted interpretation of 
this passage. The Scofield Refer- 
ence Bible, in a note on this verse, 


says, “Not the keys of the church, 
but of the kingdom of heaven in the 
sense of Matt. 13., ie. the sphere 
of Christian profession. A key is 
a badge of power or authority 
(cf. Isa: 22:22; Rev. 3.7.) The 
apostolic history explains and 
limits this trust, for it was Peter 
who opened the door of Christian 
opportunity to Israel on the day 
of Pentecost (Acts 2:38-42,) and to 
Gentiles in the hotise of Cornelius 
(Acts 10:34-46.) There was no as- 
sumption by Peter of any other 
authority (Acts 15:7-11.) In the 
council James, not Peter, seems to 
have presided (Acts 15:19; cf. Gal. 
2:11-15.). Peter claimed no more 
for himself than to be an apostle 
by gift (1 Pet. 1:1,) and an elder 
by office (1 Pet. 5:1.) The power 
of binding and loosing was shared 
(Matt. 18:18; John 20:23) by the 
other disciples. That it did not 
involve the determination of the 
eternal destiny of souls is clear 
from Rev. 1:18. The keys of death 
and the place of-departed spirits 
are held by Christ alone.” 

It is important to note that 
Peter himself never claimed the 
power to save people or damn 
them. Peter never did pretend 
that he was the’ head of the 
church. Peter never pretended to 
forgive sins on his own authority. 
He never said, as Roman Catholic 
priests say, “Te absolvo,” or “TI 
forgive you.” Rather Peter preach- 
ed about Jesus that “T'o him give 
all the prophets witness, that 
through His name whosoever be- 
lieveth in Him shall receive re- 
mission of sins.” (Acts 10:43.) 
There Peter preached to Cornelius 
and his household that whoever 
would believe in Christ or trust 
in Him should have remission of 
sins. It was not on the basis of 
the mass, or the basis of a priest- 
hood, or doing penance, or say- 
ing prayers, or baptism. Those 
who put their trust in Christ 
would have all their sins remitted, 
forgiven, Peter said. You see, Pet- 
er néver pretended that he was 
given the power to forgive sins. 
So Peter understood what Jesus 
ag better than the Catholics 

o. 3 


3. In Bible Times Neither the 

Other Apostles Nor Peter Thought 

That Peter Was the Head of the’ 
Church 


In Ephesians 2, 19 and 20, we 
are told, “Now therefore ye are no 
more strangers and foreigners, but 
fellow citizens with the saints, 
and of the household of God; And 
are built upon the foundation of 
the apostles and prophets, Jesus 
Christ Himself being the chief 
corner stone.” You see, Jesus 
Christ is the chief cornerstone 
as well as the foundation,.and the 
apostles and prophets were built 
upon Christ, all of them alike, and 
then we who are left follow them. 
In building a building you. have 
first the foundation, then you put 
on other stones, in this case the 
apostles and prophets. Then in 
succession, others who were saved 
were added to this church or 


building, which is “fitly framed | 


together,” as “an holy temple in 
the Lord.” You see that here the 
apostles and prophets are all alike 


“ss 


a foundation upon the one main 
foundation. Nothing is said more 
for Peter here than for the other 
apostles and the prophets. | 

In Acts, chapter fifteen, there 
was a big council at Jerusalem, to 
decide whether Gentiles needed to 
be circumcised or not. Before that 


council Peter made a speech, as 
you see in Acts 15:17-11. Then 
Paul and Barnabas made speeches, 
as you see in verse 12, Then when 
everybody else was through, James 
made a speech and settled the: 
matter; he said in verse 19, 
“Wherefore my sentence is, that 
we trotible not them, which from 
among the Gentiles have turned to 
God; but that we write unto them, 
that they abstain from pollution 
of idols, and from fornication, and 
from things strangled, and from 
blood.” You see, James had the 
final say. Then all the apostles 
and elders agreed, and they wrote 
letters carrying out the sentence, 
or the decision, of James. Certain- 
ly, at Jerusalem, James Was as 
important as Peter when it came 
to authority in the church. Peter 
was no more a pope. than James 
was. He was no more a pope than 
Paul and Barnabas were. He was 
a great preacher, and an apostle, 
but that was all. Later Paul was 
preaching at Antioch. Gentiles 
were saved, Peter was giad they 
were saved and he laid aside his 
old Jewish prejudices and ate with 


them, But when some Jews Came 


from Jerusalem, Peter was afraid 
of them, so he withdrew himself 
from Gentiles..Héled other Jews 
likewise to do wrong, even Barna- 
bas. So what did Paul do? He 
boldly rebuked Peter, before 
everybody! Galatians 2:11-14 tells 
the story by divine inspiration, 
“But when Peter was come to 
Antioch, I withstood him to the 
face, because he was to be blamed: 
For before that certain came from 
James, he did eat with the Gen- 
tiles: but when they were come, 
he withdrew and separated. him- 
self, fearing them which were of 
the circumcision. And the other 
Jéws dissembled likewise with 
him; insomuch that Barnabas also 
was carried away with their dis+ 
simulation. But when I saw that 
they walked not uprightly accord- 
ing to the truth of the gospel, I 
said unto Peter before them all, 
If thou, being a Jew, livest after 
the manner of Gentiles, and not 
as do the Jews, why compellest 
thou the Gentiles to live as do 
the Jews?” . 


Does_that look like Peter was 
the head of the church, a pope? 
Does that look like he pretended 
to have the keys to Heaven, and 
save_people or damn them? Abso- 
lutely not! Peter was only a man, 
a good preacher, one of the first 
of the twelve apostles, but he 
had no more authority than Paul 
or the other apostles, and when 
he did wrong they felt perfectly 
freé to rebuke him. Peter never 
Claimed to be the head of the 
church nor to have the power-to 
forgive sins, If anyone says 50, 
then they simply do not know the 
Bible. And Peter certainly knew 
whether he was a pope or not and 
whether Ohrist had put him at 
the head of the church, and 


whether only he and others ap- 
pointed by him could give salva- perts 


tion, could forgive sins. No such 
thing is taught in the Bible, and 
Peter did not think anything like. 
that. 


4. There Are Several Goqd Rea- 
sons Why Peter Could Not Have 
- Been the First Pope 

First, Peter would not make a 
good pope, because he was mar-~ 
ried. Matthew 8:14, 15, and two 


other passages, tell how Jesus} 


healed Peter’s wife’s mother, who 
was sick of a fever. Long later, 
Peter still had his wife, for Paul 
spoke of him (Cephas, another 
name here) in 1 Corinthians 9:5, 


“Have we not power to iead about 


a sister, a wife, as well as other 
apostles, and as the brethren of 
» Lord, and Cephas?” You see, 


Peter still had his wife. There is} 


having a wife. 1 Timothy 3:2 says, 
“A bishop then must be blameless, 
the husband of one wife.” © But 
popes, contrary to the Scriptures, 
do not marry, so Peter would not 
have made a good pope. 

Second, there is not a single 
scrap of evidence that Peter ever 


went tao Rome. The Bible never 
mentions his going to Rome; when 
Paul went to Rome, Peter was 
evidently not there, as Paul does 
not mention him at all in letters 
written from Rome, and there is 
not any secular history which re- 
liably mentions Peter’s going to 
Rome. That is only a myth, a tra- 
dition, unconfirmed by any reliable 
history and unconfirmed by the 
Bible, 


| 5. The Catholic Church Could Not 
Be “The True Church,” as Catho- 
lics Claim 


This is trie for several reasons. 
First, Catholics misunderstand the 
meaning of the word ‘church.’ In 
the Bible, the word church some- 
timés means a local congregation, 
like “the church of God at Cor- 
inth” (I Cor. 1:2,) or “the church- 
es of Galatia,” or “the church of 
the Laodiceans” (Rev. 3:14.) A 
local congregation is a church, in 
the Bible sense. It is a called-out 
assembly. The Bible also uses the 
word church to refer to the whole 
body of Christ, including all the 
saved whose names are written in 
Heaven. Christ is the head of this 
church. Everyone who is con- 
verted, born-again, thus becomes 
a part of that heavenly body that 
will be called out and assembled 
in Heaven when Jesus comes. All 
the saved of all ages will be in 
that church. 

But the Catholic church is not 
a local organization: And it is not 
a spiritual body including all the 
believers of the ages. Instead of 
that, it is simply a human organi- 
zation on earth;--headed by the 
pope and cardinals, and under 
(them the archbishops, bishops and 
priests and monks and people, It 
is aS much a humapy organization 
as any earthly government, as any 
business corporation. It owns pro- 
perty, it carries on its business 
on a worldly basis. No Catholic 
who is intelligent even pretends 
that all Catholics are converted, 
born-again Christians. No Catho- 
lic priest in the world will tell 
you that all Catholi¢s go to Heav- 
en. Every Catholic priest inthe 
world is taught to say masses for 
the dead, trying to pray them out 
of purgatory, and hoping that it 
can be done, but not sure of it. 
So the true church, as pictured in 
the Bible, could not be the Catho- 
lic church, this human, carnal, 
worldly organization, a denomina- 
tion. When Jesus said, “On this 
rock I will build my church” He 
could not have meant the Catho- 
lic denomination, for that is not 
the Bible kind of church. Next, 
the Catholic church could not be 
the true church because it is un- 
scriptural on the most vital doc. 
trines of all. It does not even 
teach the true plan of salvation. 
That plan of salvation as given 
by Jesus, was this, “For God so 
loved the world, that-He gave His 
only begotten Son, that whoso- 
ever believeth in Him should hot 
h, but have everlasting life.” 
In John 3:18, John 3:36, John 5:24, 
John 6:40, John 6:47, Jesus plainly

said that all who would personal 


would have everlasting life. Sal- 
vation was made wholly on the 
basis of a personal dependence, a 
personal trust in Christ a8 a per- 
sonal Saviour. Certainly that is 
not the doctrine taught by Ca 
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Antioch they preached that, “Be 
it known unto you therefore, men 
and brethren, that through this 
man is preached unto you the for- 
giveness of sins: And by him all 
that believe.are justified from all 
things, from which ye could not 
be justified by the law of Moses.” 
To the jailer in Acts 16:31 Paul 
and Barnabas preached, “Believe 
on the Lord Jesus Christ, and 
thou shalt be saved.” All New 
Testament preachers and apostles 

the same plan of salva- 
tion, which is utterly foreign to 
the doctrines of the Catholic 
church. The Catholic church,

The Catholics forbid priests and 
nuns to marry. And they command 
the people to abstain from meats 
on Fridays and in Lent. This 
clearly shows that the Catholic 
church fulfills the “doctrines of 
devils” plainly prophesied in I 
Timothy 4:1-3. In the Bible times 
pastors and preachers were sup- 
posed to marry. Catholics changed 
that. 


In Bible times, the Lord Jesus 
gave the communion or the last 
supper and taught people to take 
this supper, both the bread and 
wine, in remembrance of Him. 
Catholics changed it and make 
the bread and wine actually to be 
the body and blood of Jesus, in- 
stead of representing it, and then 
they take the wine away from the 
people and the priests take all 
the wine. And instead of having it 
in memory of Jesus, to remind 
people that they are saved only 
by faith in His shed blood and 
broken body, Catholics put saving 
power in the ordinance itself, 
which is wrong. Herce the Catho- 
lic church could not be the true 
church. It is unscriptual in so 
many vital doctrines. 


In fact, in Revelation, chapter 
17, we have a picture of the Ro- 
man Catholic church as “the great 
whore that sitteth upon many 
waters, with whom the kings of 
the earth have committed forni- 
cation.” Also called, “Mystery, 
Babylon the great, the mother of 
harlots and abominations on the 
earth.” Read that chapter and 
you will see in it the, Spanish 
inquisition, and the murder of the 
martyrs by the Catholic church. 
Notice the scarlet colors in verse 
3. Then in verse 18 we are plainly 
told, “And the women which thou 
sawest is that great city, which 
reigneth over the kings of the 
earth.” That surely is the city of 
Rome. Verse 9 says, “The seven 
heads are seven mountains, on 
which the woman sitteth.” Those 
are the hills of Rome, of course. 
You see that the Catholic ch 


called “the great whore,” “The~ 


mother of harlots and abomina- 
tions in the ear” the false 
church at the city of Rome, ruling 
over the kings of the earth, is an 
abomination to God and could not 
be the true church.

Oh that I might bring this great 
truth to you this morning. Oh 


that the Holy Spirit of God would 
sweep aside -the black curtain of 
unbelief from your mind and cause 
you to see. that until your mind is 
changed you will never see God. 
You will never know the things 
of God and never understand the 
things of God. When. the Lord 
Jesus Christ wanted to illustrate 
this great truth He took a little 
child in His arms and blessed it 
and said; “Except you humble 
yourself and become as a little 
child, you can in nowise see the 
kingdom of God.” 

Don’t you see, my friend, that 
your approach has been all 
wrong? When you seek to ap- 
proach God from the intellectual 
standpoint you are entirely wrong 
for the intellect is never humble. 
The path to humility is the path 
to success, A little child has an 
open mind, therefore a little child 
can accept truth and believe it 
without question. I fear our mind 
is closed, that the padlock of pride 
has been placed upon it. A little 
child accepts the teachings of its 
father without question. Why not 
accept the teachings of your 
heavenly Father without ques- 
tion? Are you afraid of such a 
plan? God puts forth a challenge 
in (John 7:17)—“If any man will 
do his will, he shall know of the 
doctrine, whether it be of God, or 
whether I speak of myself.” 


Oh I beg of. you, come off. your 
false pedestal] of intellectual pride 
and humble yourself, You need not 
be afraid of being wrong. You are 
already wrong! You need not be 
afraid of being deGeived. You are 
already deceived! What you need 
is to be undeceived. You need not 
be afraid of being illusioned, You 
are deluded. What you need is a 
disillusion and that can only be 
brought about when you come to 
God as a little child and with an 
open mind, ready to receive the 
trath. Others with minds far less 
brilliant than yours have compre- 
hended it because they came as a 
little child. You can safely trust 
Him to save you. You need not be 
afraid of being lost by trusting 
Christ, you know in your own 
heart that you are already lost 
because you have not trusted Him. 
Why not reverse the position and 
reverse your approach and come 
to Him as a little child? “Where- 
fore he is able also to save them 
to the uttermost that come unto 
God by him, seeing he ever liveth 
to make intercession for them.” 

Oh my friend, today I beseech 
you in the name of the Lord Jesus 
Christ to come as a little child to 
Him “WHO.IS ABLE TO SAVE 
YOU TO THE UTTERMOST.” 
Lay aside your cloak of pride 
which has blinded you to all 
spiritual truth. There must be one 
thing evident to you, all of your 
intellectual prognostications have 
certainly brought you no peace at 
heart nor peace of mind.
